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Cuba Claims Havana 
Rebellion Put Down 


HAVANA (IP)—Cuban reb­ 
els 
launched 
an 
uprising 
marked 
by 
bo mbing s and 
g unfire in tlje heart o f Ha­ 
v ana to day but within ho urs 
the g o v ernment anno unced 
the o utbreak had been crush­ 
ed. 


At midday , the in su rgen ts 
hu rled three bo mbs in the city , 
sabo taged the p o wer sy stem, at­ 
tacked sev eral radio statio n s, 
p ro claimed the start o f a lo n g- 
heralded gen eral strike an d en ­ 
gaged p o lice in a ru n n in g gu n 
battle o n the o u tskirts. Sev eral 
p erso n s were rep o rted killed. 
Bu t late in the aftern o o n , 
Carlo s M. Perdo mo , sp o kesman 
fo r Presiden t Fu lgen cio Batis­ 
ta’s go v ern men t, to o k o v er the 
micro p ho n es o f Radio Relo j, 
an o u tlet o f the CMQ n etwo rk, 
an d claimed that the situ atio n 
was “u n der co n tro l.” 


The rebels started the up­ 


rising with intensiv e rifle, 
pisto l and machine g un fire 
o n po lice in the po rt area 
at 11:3 0 a.m. 


Simu ltan eo u sly b a n d s o f 
y o u thfu l rebels in v aded three 
o f the cap ital’s leadin g radio 
statio n s. They hu rled a bo mb 
.in to the biggest telev isio n sta­ 
tio n , CMQ, kn o ckin g it o u t o f 
actio n . 


At two o ther statio n s they 
held emp lo y ees at gu n p o in t 
an d p lay ed two p rep ared rec­ 
o rds callin g u p o n the p eo p le to 
rise in arms an d say in g the 
gen eral strike lo n g threaten ed 
by rebel leader Fidel Castro 
was in effect. 


The rebels fled after three o r 
fo u r min u tes in each statio n . 


The rebel call to arms an d a 
strike sen t a flu tter o f ex cite­ 
men t thro u gh Hav an a an d the 
rest o f Cu ba. 


But there were o nly tem­ 
po rary strikes in so me facto r­ 
ies and sto res. 


All sto res, sho p s, bu sin ess 
establishmen ts, ban k an d fac­ 
to ries o p erated n o rmally after 
2 p .m. 
Cu ban s thro u gho u t the is­ 
lan d failed to p o u r in to the 
streets o f to wn s an d cities an d 
fight tro o p s an d p o lice as Cas­ 
tro had p redicted.

series in the Pacific p ro v ides 
the Un ited States with n eces­ 
sary scien tific data. 
After the 19 5 8 tests are co m­ 
p leted, the Presiden t said, U.S. 
scien tists will tell him whether 
they p ro v ided mo st, if n o t all, 
o f the in fo rmatio n they so u ght. 


U.S. STATEMENT 
If the scien tists rep o rt su c­ 
cess in o btain in g the n eeded 
in fo rmatio n , the Presiden t said 
he wo u ld then co n sider v ery 
serio u sly a su sp en sio n o f fu r­ 
ther n u clear testin g. He said it 
wo u ld 
be p erfectly 
p o ssible 
that the Un ited States, in that 
ev en t, wo u ld make a u n ilateral 
statemen t o f its in ten tio n s to 
halt testin g. 
The Presiden t thu s left o p en 
the p o ssibility o f mo re tests. 
Secretary o f State Jo hn Fo ster 
Du lles said y e s t e r d a y the 
Un ited States ho p es it can sto p 
testin g at the co n clu sio n o f the 
sp rin g-su mmer series. Bu t the 
secretary said the “likeliho o d” 
is that there will be n eed fo r 
fu rther tests.

.3 POINT PROGRAM 
The Assembly committee in­ 
corporated hiring of the radio­ 
logical expert into a three-point 
program aimed at setting up a 
complete monitoring system to 
check radiation. 
Other points are checking 


with the state disaster office's 
radiological safety division to 
see if part of the equipment 
and manpower of the office can 
be assigned to the monitoring 
program, and a request for fed-1 
eral assistance. 
The subcommittee, headed 


by Assemblyman Seth J. John­ 
son (R-Los Angeles», said it was 
“ concerned that there is now 
so little monitoring of radioac­ 
tivity in California and there 
is no coordination” in handling 
the problem.

Nation's Oldest 
Japanese-Citizen 
Succumbs In S.F. 


Matsunosuke Tsukamoto, re­ 
portedly the oldest Japanese- 
American in the nation and a 
former Tiburon laundry owner, 
died yesterday at his home in 
San Francisco. He was 101. 
Born in Tokyo. Tsukamoto 


came to San Francisco in 1887. 
He tried farming and logging 
in Calaveras County. Then he 
came to Marin, where he set 
up his laundry business with a 
'bucket and a bar of soap. 
He left Tiburon in 1896 and 


established the first Japanese- 
operated machine laundry in 
San Francisco, which became 
the Peoples Laundry, now run 
by his oldest son. Kaytaro. 
Active in community affairs. 


Tsukamoto was pre-war presi­ 
dent of the Japanese Assn. He 
was awarded the Japanese Or­ 
der of the Sacred Treasurer. 
Sixth Class. 
He visited his native Japan

The m atter came u p in a re­ 
port of the board of su perv isors 
committee, which had been in­ 
stru cted to reconsid er m eth­ 
od s of election at-large in an 
effort to eliminate objections.

Riviera Marin Lot 
Widths Criticized 


Lot frontages shown on the 
master plan for Riviera Marin, 
huge resort-community devel­ 
opment proposed for McNear’s 
Beach in east San Rafael, were 
criticized as inadequate at last 
night’s meeting of the San Ra­ 
fael Planning Commission. 
The plan submitted by the 
developer, Latipac, Inc., calls 
for frontage widths of 5 0 and 
5 5 feet. 
It also shows a mini­ 
mum lot size of 6,000 square 
feet, although many lots would 
be considerably larger. 
Commissioner 
Charles 
J. 
Hendrickson said he believes 
the minimum lot size is ade­ 
quate, “but I am very much 
afraid these lot widths are go­ 
ing to result in a development 
that is not wholesome.” 
George Allen of Glenwood, 
who appeared at the meeting 
with three of his neighbors, 
assailed .both 
the 
proposed 
widths and lot sizes. Frontages 
in Glenwood. just west of Mc- 
Near's Ranch, run 70 to 8 0 
feet, while the lot size mini­ 
mum is 7 ,5 00 square feet. 


DENSITY PROTEST 
“I am violently—viciously, 
you might say—opposed to lot 
sizes that aren't related to the 
topography,” Allen told the 
commission. “I don’t object to 
the (Latipac) plan . . . but I 
object to the density created 
by the lot sizes.” 
Daniel P. Coleman, planner- 
engineer for Latipac, pointed 
out that 900 acres of open 
space (including an 18 -hole golf 
course) would be provided in 
the 
2.200-acre 
development.

Lee said the McNear family 
is “heartily in accord” with 
Latipac’s choice of the second 
alternative,' believing the plan 
will enhance property values. 
PLANNER IN FAVOR 
City Planner Stuart Bailey 
said he believes the proposed 
lot frontages 
are justifiable 
“ only if the large off-site areas 
of recreation space are perma­ 
nently available for the resi­ 
dents of these lots.” 
Bailey said that during the 
next 10 years ways should be 
found to reserve the recrea­ 
tional areas of Riviera Marin 
for public use. 
He suggested 
this might be done through 
outright city-county purchase, 
bond issue or lease-purchase 
plan, or through a property 
owners’ association. 
KNOTTY PROBLEM 
Preliminary study indicates 
that enlargement of proposed 
school sites in Riviera Marin 
may be necessary, Bailey told 
the commission. 
He said the 
problem of zoning for stagger­ 
ed 
front 
setbacks 
“will no 
doubt be a knotty one.” 
City Engineer Dominic Sel- 
mi recommended that Marin 
Riviera 
deeds 
contain 
pro­ 
visions giving the city permis­ 
sion to flood the golf course 
when necessary as a flood con­ 
trol measure. 
He said forest 
preserves proposed for the de­ 
velopment will present a run­ 
off problem. 
Selmi declared 
the street pattern proposed by 
Latipac is adequate. 
Bailey 
presented 
reports 
from various city departments, 
none of which found fault with 
the Marin Riviera master plan. 
Commissioners will resume 
their discussion of the plan 
at their next meeting, April 
22.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
There M ust Be A Reason 


—School Closes For A D a y 


It is no t o ften that a high scho o l clo ses 
its do o rs fo r a day . Yet San Rafael High 
Scho o l sto o d vacant o n Mo nday . It was 
a so lemn day , a day o f mo urning no t 
o nly fo r the students and staff o f the 
high scho o l this y ear, but fo r many who 
had co me into co ntact with o ne teacher, 
Baptiste J. Simo ntacchi. 


He was “Bap” to all who knew' him. 
Even after beco ming vice principal last 
fall he retained the friendliness and un­ 
derstanding which made him o ne o f the 
scho o l’s mo st po pular teachers. 


With scho o l clo sed in his memo ry , his 
funeral became o ne o f the largest in 
Marin in a lo ng time. The 700-seat St. 
Raphael’s church was filled to o ver-flo w­ 
ing with friends fro m this y ear’s Fresh­ 
man class and graduates o f as lo ng as 
18 y ears ago . with scho o l teachers and 
administrato rs, with friends who knew 
him as a bo y in San Rafael and with 
sco res o f o ther friends he has made 
since. 
As we said, it is no t o ften that a high 
scho o l is clo sed, even when a po pular 
teacher dies. There must have been 
so mething special abo ut “Bap.” And 
there was. 
We think that so mething special was 
the way “Bap” appro ached his jo b. He 


was pro ud to be a teacher. He felt that 
being a teacher was so mething to be 
pro ud o f. He was thankful o f the o p­ 
po rtunity it gave him. He was never 
heard to say that the public sho uld re­ 
spect teachers mo re. Instead he co n­ 
ducted himself in such a manner that 
the public and his students had to re­ 
spect him. It was because he respected 
bo th his wo rk and himself. 
And he respected the y o ung minds 
and bo dies which he wras training. 
As an athletic co ach, he taught his 
charges to get in and try to win. But he 
also taught them, win o r lo se, to give 
their best so that they co uld respect 
themselves after the race was o ver. 
As a teacher he tried to impress his 
students with the fact that what he was 
teaching wasn’t fo r his go o d, but fo r 
their o wn; that educatio n came as a 
result o f wo rk, and was wo rth it. 
Mo nday was dramatic testimo ny as 
to ho w well he succeeded. 
San Rafael High Scho o l will miss 
“Bap“ Simo ntacchi. But mo re impo r­ 
tant, all educatio n will miss him. Still 
y o ung, he was just reaching a stature 
where his ideas, ideals and o bjectives 
were stretching o ut bey o nd his immedi­ 
ate influence. 
We’ll miss him to o .

After my escape fro m the 
German Gestapo in 19 44, I

came to Sto ckho lm where I 
met the o ne wo man mo re 
wo nderful than the o ther — 
they all had run away fro m 
Hitler’s ty ranny . They had 
co me to Sweden (this refuge 
o f peace) fro m all o ver, even 
Jewish wo men came the lo ng 
way via China. 
As no ne o f us had any thing, 
we met in a restaurant and 
just called it: The Tuesday 
Club. 
Here we discussed the pro b­ 
lems o f the wo rld. The o ne 
to ld dreadful sto ries fro m this 
co untry and the o ther to ld 
dreadful sto ries 
fro m 
that 
co untry , 
so 
finally 
having 
heard all the different sto ries 
we all agreed o n this o ne 
thing, namely : 
We are the gro wn-up wo m­ 
en o f to day and we must see 
to it that it never happens 
again. Each o f us must use 
the rest o f o ur lives to wo rk 
fo r humanity in o rder to bet­ 
ter 
the 
understanding 
be­ 
tween the peo ple o f all lands, 
so the nex t generatio n wo n’t 
suffer as we did. 
When the war finished and 
we were gathered the last 
Tuesday , we decided to ask 
the Swedish go vernment if we 
co uld be allo wed to parade 
the streets as a last farewell. 
Wo men fro m 16 different 
natio ns walked with banners 
o n which was written: Mo th­ 
ers o f the wo rld a sk fo r to ta l 
pea ce. 
While 
we 
were 
passing 
thro ugh the largest square in 
Sto ckho lm (Sture Plats) all 
traffic sto pped. The men to o k 
their hats o ff and it was like 
a deep breath o f understand­ 
ing and ho pe filled the air. 
Nex t day trains to o k us in 
different directio ns. 
Already when I arrived in 
’44 and was asked what I did 
think, I kept o n say ing this 
o ne sentence: 


“ One da y the wo rld pea ce 
will be in the ha nds o f the 
America n wo men, so I a m 
g o ing West.” 


I waited 3 y ears and 11 
mo nths to get my quo ta num­ 
ber in entering this co untry '. 
To day I am thinking o f 
these things when the rain is 


po uring do wn and the news­ 
papers are “no t sure if this 
rain has so mething to do with 
the ex periments fo r war.” I 
remember that o n my return 
to Denmark I was taken to a 
writer who was a so n o f the 
late scientist Preben Ro vsing. 
He sho wed me his last bo o k 
and o n the fro nt page sto o d: 
Scientists o f the Wo rld Unite. 
PeVso nally I do think it 
wo uld be best fo r men and 
wo men to wo rk to gether, but 
when the o ne can’t do the jo b 
—the o ther must. And when 
the 
different 
go vernments 
have no t understo o d the art o f 
getting the 
peo ple o f the 
wo rld to gether, the wo men 
must do it. When the men 
have failed in getting all sci­ 
entists to gether, this means 
that o ne day the o ne co untry 
can destro y the o ther. 
Gradually we are beginning 
to understand that the o ne 
who co ntro ls the weather co n­ 
tro ls the wo rld. The o ne who 
can send radio active fallo uts 
in such large amo unts will 
finally kill the o ther. 
I have written, I have talk­ 
ed and I will say it o nce mo re 
befo re it is to o late: Let us 
make One Wo rld with all na­ 
tio ns under United Natio ns 
and a standing po lice fo rce 
co nsisting o f men fro m every 
co untry in case o f tro uble. Let 
us fo rget what did happen, let 
by go nes be by go nes, let us 
think in terms o f human be­ 
ings and no t as natio nalities. 
In every American is a bit 
o f the American Co nstitutio n: 
We the peo ple—and a desire 
to create, but if this co nstitu­ 
tio n is go ing to mean any ­ 
thing, and no t be just so me­ 
thing like o ur kings and kais­ 
ers o f Euro pe were, I do think 
that America still has to pre­ 
sent the wo rld with its biggest 
gift, namely : Wo rld Pea ce. 
Why sho uld there no t be a 
middle ro ad o f go vernment in 
which we all can meet???? 
With go o d results they have 
adapted the American writer 
Henry Geo rge’s ideas in Den­ 
mark. 
Po ssibly his idea co uld lead 
to this middle ro ad.

Small Bus Requests Are Due Again 


A small amo unt o f research 
o n whether o r no t it is legal­ 
ly po ssible fo r a scho o l district 
to 
purchase 
a 
Vo lkswagen 
“Micro bus” fo r hilly parts o f 
to wn where a regular-sized 
bus 
can’t 
maneuver, 
turn­ 
ed up the fo llo wing facts: 
1. A scho o l bus is defined 
as any vehicle that regularly 
carries seven pupils plus a 
driver. (Technically the regu­ 
latio ns o f the State Dept, o f 
Educatio n apply o nly to pub­ 
lic scho o l buses.) 
2. A scho o l bus is required 
to have a o ne-fo o t wide cen­ 
ter aisle. 


THE LITTLE Vo lkswagen 
bus is designed to seat eight 
adults plus a driver. Its seats 
stretch acro ss the bus (seat­ 
ing three) and have do uble 
side do o rs fo r entry , and an 
emergency do o r at the rear. 
Hill dwellers in Fairfax ’s Cas­ 
cades and Meado w Park have 
suggested frequently at scho o l 
bo ard meetings that o ne o f 
the sho rt-bo died buses be pur­ 
chased. Their children no w 
must do witho ut scho o l bus 
service because the regular- 
sized 
buses 
canno t 
t ur n 
aro und o n the steep dead-end 
streets. 
Alway s befo re they have 
been to ld that such a purchase 
is o ut o f the questio n because 
state law restricts a scho o l 
district to buy American-made 
go o ds. 


THEN ON MARCH 5, Atto r­ 
ney 
General E d m un d G. 
Bro wn issued an o pinio n that 
scho o l bo ards must co ntinue 
to give preference to Ameri­ 
can-made guo o ds, but when a 


particular fo reign-made bus is 
o f a “class o r kind” no t made 
in the United States, then the 
purchasing o fficial may go 
ahead and buy it. 
But 
then, 
o ne 
wo nders, 
what abo ut the requirement 
o f a center aisle? 
Way at the end o f the scho o l 
bus regulatio ns is a small sec­ 
tio n entitled: Ex emptio ns. It 
say s: 


“THESE RULES and regu­ 
latio ns have been develo ped 
fo r the purpo se o f avo iding 
the dangers invo lved in pupil 
transpo rtatio n. E x e m pt i o n s 
fro m any o f the requirements 
o f these regulatio ns may be 
made by the Superintendent 
o f Public Instructio n. Ex emp­ 
tio ns may be granted when it 
appears that the applicant is 
acco mplishing the results in­ 
tended to be attained by these 
regulatio ns thro ugh the use o f 
metho ds o ther than tho se spe­ 
cifically set fo rth.” 


In the May 20 scho o l trus­ 
tee electio n, 
Fairfax vo ters 
will be asked to appro ve a 15- 
cent scho o l tax increase. Five 
cents o f the increase, if ap­ 
pro ved, wo uld go to replace 
the 11-y ear-o ld scho o l bus no w 
do ing duty . 


THIS VENERABLE scho o l 
bus regularly transpo rts 225 
children each day to the dis­ 
trict’s elementary s c h o o l s . 
Purchase o f a new, regular­ 
sized bus has first prio rity . 
But it wo uldn’t be surpris­ 
ing if the Fairfax Scho o l Bo ard 
started 
hearing 
suggestio ns 
again abo ut getting that little 
Vo lkswagen bus.

Jo b hunters co uld ex pect in­ 
creased hiring in ho me build­ 
ing, ro ad co nstructio n, and 
pro jects co nnected with na­ 
tio nal defense. 


But in mo st manufacturing 
industries—and in mining and 
transpo rtatio n — the o utlo o k 
was fo r lay o ffs and retrench­ 
ments bey o nd tho se already 
anno unced. 
Taking the eco no my as a 
who le, 
signs 
o f the 
usual 
spring upturn were co nspicu­ 
o us by their absence. 
Here and there y o u co uld 
find ex ceptio ns. 


WITH 
THE 
RAILROADS 
pulling in their ho rns all o ver 
the lo t, the Milwaukee ro ad 
co nfidently placed a 12 mil­ 
lio n-do llar o rder fo r 1,150 new 
freight cars. 
Caterpillar Tracto r Co . re­ 
instated a full five-day week 
at its plants in Peo ria, Jo liet, 
Milwaukee, and San Leandro , 
Calif. 
American Machine & Fo un­ 
dry Co . stepped up pro ductio n 
o f auto matic pinspo tters fo r 
bo wling alley s fro m 600 to 8 00 
a mo nth. 
These were iso lated cases. 
Mo st o f the key indicato rs at 
the start o f April—described 
by Labo r Secretary Mitchell 
as the mo nth to watch—still 
po inted lo wer. 
Mo re than half the steel in­ 
dustry ’s pro ductive capacity 
sto o d idle. Output was esti­ 
mated by the American Iro n 
& Steel Institute at 1,29 8 ,000 
ingo t to ns. Even allo wing fo r 
absenteeism o n Go o d Friday , 
this was the smallest fo r any 
strike-free week since 19 49 . 


AFTER CHUGGING alo ng 
in seco nd gear fo r mo st o f 
the winter, the auto industry 
shifted into lo w. New car pro ­ 
ductio n sagged to 66,000, lo w­ 
est fo r any no rmal o perating 
week since 19 52. In the same 
week last y ear Detro it ro lled 
o ut mo re than 130,000 pass 
enger mo dels. 
With 
sales 
sagging 
and 
co sts pinching, so me co mpan­ 
ies reso rted to pay cuts. The 
Pennsy lvania Railro ad o rder­ 


ed a 10 per cent reductio n in 
the pay o f all emplo y ees earn­ 
ing mo re than $10,000 a y ear. 


In Flo rida the rising tide o f 
unemplo y ment pro mpted the 
State Industrial Co mmissio n 
to add 10 millio n do llars to its 
estimate o f jo bless benefits 
fo r 19 58 . 


The U. S. Co ngress, hurry ­ 
ing ho me fo r the Easter ho li­ 
day s, whipped a sheaf o f anti­ 
recessio n bills thro ugh the 
legislative ho pper. Ready fo r 
President Eisenho wer’s signa­ 
ture at week’s end was a bill 
designed to pump an ex tra 
$1,8 00,000,000 into the federal 
highway pro gram. Other pro ­ 
po sals getting rush treatment 
in Co ngress wo uld step up the 
tempo o f federal spending o n 
pro curement o f civilian items 
and o n public wo rks. All are 
planned as a sho t-in-the-arm 
fo r business. 


TAX CUTS CAME in fo r re­ 
newed co nsideratio n ir. Wash­ 
ingto n. Veteran financier Ber­ 
nard Baruch said it wo uld be 
fo lly and immo ral to cut tax es 
no w. Labo r Secretary Mitchell 
said a decisio n o n tax cuts will 
pro bably depend o n what hap­ 
pens to business in April. 
Easter business in the na­ 
tio n’s sto res was disappo int­ 
ing. 
Sales during the past two 
weeks have no t co me up to the 
two weeks immediately pre­ 
ceding Easter last y ear when 
the ho liday fell o n April 21. 
They 
have 
been 
running 
slightly higher than in the 
co rrespo nding calendar weeks 
o f 19 57. Ho wever, merchants 
say , the nex t two weeks are 
likely to fall behind the same 
perio d o f 19 57 because they ’ll 
lack the stimulus o f Easter 
trade. 


Taking a go o d hard lo o k 
at 
the eco no my , the First Na­ 
tio nal City Bank o f New Yo rk 
came up with this co nclusio n: 
The argument o ver recessio n 
is gaining mo mentum just at 
a time when the do wnturn it­ 
self seems to be running o ut 
o f steam. But, cautio ned the 
bank, this do esn’t mean that 
the bo tto m has been reached, 
and there is as y et no co n­ 
vincing evidence o f a general 
upturn in o rders which wo uld 
be a necessary fo rerunner o f 
impro vement in pro ductio n 
and emplo y ment.

State Department spokesman 
Lincoln White said Monday in 
Washington the United States 
regretted “that Indonesia turns 
to th« -Communist bloc to buy 
arms for possible use in killing 
Indonesians who openly oppose 
the growing influence of com­ 
munism in Indonesia.” 


U.S. VIEW 
It wasn’t the U.S. regret that 
upset the Indonesians, but rath­ 
er W hite’s virtual endorsement 
of the Sum atran rebels and the 
State D epartm ent’s persistence 
in seeing Indonesia’s civil war 
solely as a struggle between 
Communists and anti-Commu- 
nists. 


Leaders in Jakarta insisted 
the biggest issues are the Outer

GENERAL RECALLS SURRENDER 
Bataan Fell To Japan 


16 Years Ago Today 


ST. SIMONS ISLAND, Ga. 
•IF— Six teen y ears ago today , 
Maj. Gen. Edward P. King Jr. 
donned his last clean uniform, 
climbed into a jeep and went 
forward 
to 
surrender 
more 
than 70.000 starved and diseas­ 
ed troops to the Japanese on 
Bataan. 
T oda y , 
the 
Georgia-born 
King, now 73 and living in re­ 
tirem ent on St. Simons Island, 
reluctantly recalls the details 
of those momentous hours and 
seems to take a more philoso­ 
phical view of Japanese ac­ 
tions. 
On narrow, mountainous Ba­ 
taan in the Philippines, every ­ 
one was on half rations. All 
the troops had beriberi and 
some 10,000 sick and w'ounded 
were crowded into makeshift 
hospitals, without medicine. 
The “ Battling Bastards of 
Bataan,” squeezed into a 200- 
square-mile pocket, had been 
decisively 
beaten— not 
by 
the J apanese, said King, but

King surrendered uncondi- 
ionally after failing to get any 
concessions from the Japanese, 
soecifically a promise to treat 
all prisoners under terms of 
the Geneva Convention.

“The Japanese 
army are not savages.” 
The entire act of surrender 
required only minutes 
and at 
12:30 p.m. the capitulation 
of 
the Bataan defenders was com­ 
pleted. There was no formal 
ceremony and no documents 
were signed. 
King wras kept on Bataan 
three day s in a bamboo hut. 
“I could peer out and see my 
men go by ” on the infamous 
Bataan death march. 
As a result of that march, 
Lt. Gen. Masaharu Homma was 
tried after the war by an A m er­ 
ican military tribunal and

tions. 
Regu lations will be ad opted 
finally in Los Angeles, May 30. 
Consid erable opposition, al­ 
thou gh not as solid as with the 
pheasant matter, also was ex ­ 
pressed on the d epartment’s 


recommend ation for a Sept. 20* 
Oct. 26 late Sierra d eer season. 
The Department of Fish and 
Game 
had 
recommend ed a 
pheasant season ex tend ing from 
Nov . 15-30, with two bird s a 
d ay throu ghou t the season, in­ 
clu d ing one hen, for Northern 
California. In Sou thern Califor­ 
nia, where pheasant hu nting 
is on an artificial basis, either 
sex hu nting is permitted . 
Only one witness appearing 
before the commission was in 
fav or of the 16 -d ay season. 
On the other hand , a string 
of witnesses appeared in oppo­ 
sition to the hen shooting and 
three-week season. 
In ad d ition, the d epartment 
listed correspond ence it had re­ 
ceiv ed , showing 12 organiza­ 
tions and abou t 400 postcard s 
in opposition to hen shooting.

Have you heard the “ beef­ 
ing” about beef? Maybe we can 
get the weather man to take 
the blame for the rising costs! 
Can we blame' him for that 
period of serious drought in 
our country? At that time the 
cattlemen had to drastically re­ 
duce their herds — just not 
enough feed available for the 
animals. 
Then we had larger-than-nor- 
mal supplies of beef in the 
market and at very low prices. 
Since then the weather man 
brought us conditions most fa­ 
vorable to the production of 
grass and feed. This situation 
encourages the cattlemen to 
hold more of their stock in or­ 
der to rebuild their herds. Ob­ 
viously this causes a tempor­ 
ary reduction in the supply of 
beef, and wiih it a period of 
higher prices. In other words, 
we see the economic law of 
supply and demand in action. 
Can we blames the weather 
man—or did we, as consumers, 
bring about higher beef prices? 
We’re a nation of beef eaters. 
We Americans consumed more 
than a quarter billion pounds 
of meat last year. Fifty-four per 
cent of it was beef, 37 per cent 
pork, 6 per cent veal and 3 per 
cent lamb and mutton. This 
was quite a change in our ap­ 
petites. Up until 1953 pork con­ 
sumption exceeded beef by a 
wide margin. This change is 
our taste (plus our rapidly in­ 
creasing population) created a 
greater demand on our slightly 
reduced beef supply. 


’BURGERS ON THE HOOF 
Actually, no one is to blame 
for our present beef situation. 
We are in a period of adjust­ 
ment. If you are a beef eater, 
you’ll bear with the situation. 
Increasing the size of the herds 
bodes well for future supplies 
of 
hamburgers, 
roasts 
and 
steaks. No crystal ball is neces­ 
sary to forecast greater beef 
supplies, and when they move 
to market you’ll see the law 
of supply and demand work in 
the other direction — toward 
slightly lower prices. 
In the meantime we aren’t 
going “ beefless.” There is beef 
in the market, and this might 
be the time to use your ingen­ 
uity in preparing some of the 
less demanded cuts—those per­ 


haps 
seldom 
used 
in 
your 
menus. 
The “ new crop” lambs are 
coming to market. The heavier 
ones 
for those 
who prefer 
them. This might be the time 
to encourage your family to en­ 
joy more of this delicious meat 
ALTERNATIVES 
Fortunately, poulty suppliei 
are ample; and this is the time 
of the year all markets offer 
a wide selection of fish, fresh, 
frozen and canned. 
Eggs and dairy products are 
top quality^ protein foods, the 
miracle foods when it comes to 
balancing your food budget.

Spring Brings Out New Type 


Tourist-The Home Snooper 


NEW \ ORK (IP) — Spring 
brings out a new type of tour­ 
ist—the one who'd rather gape 
at art treasures of his neighbor 
than those in the Louvre. 
From now until hot weather 
sets in, Americans will be rub­ 
ber-necking o t h e r people’s 
houses and gardens, and pay­ 
ing for the privilege. The tours 
are the latest method by which 
charity organizations, founda­ 
tions, clubs and other groups 
raise funds for good causes. 
For the price of a ticket, 
the curious may peer into the 
kitchens, gardens, residences 
.generally and the art collec­ 
tions of the other half. 
Mrs. Roger Hull, president of 
of the New York City Garden 
Club, says her group was one 
of the first in the country to 
use the tours as a means of 
raising funds. It held its ini­ 


tial visit to backyard and pent­ 
house gardens before World 
War II. 
“Now.” she said, “so many 
people are in the act the com­ 
petition is really tough.” 
Secret of making a tour a 
success, says Mrs. Hull, is to in­ 
clude the home of at least one 
celebrity each season. “Gen­ 
erates a little more excite­ 
ment,” she explained. 
A reporter asked Mrs. Hull 
whether she thought those who 
made the tours were actually 
curious about gardens, or just 
curious. 


“Pretty generally the lat­ 
ter,” she laughed. “If they 
were just interested in horti­ 
culture, they could go up to 
the New York Botanical Gar­ 
dens for free.” 
“ I think it runs about fifty- 


fifty,” said Mrs.#John Marshall, 
chairman of the tour commit­ 
tee of the New York Radcliffe 
Club. “ What amazes me is the 
number of men our tours draw 
. . . from one third to one- 
half.” Radcliffe College alum­ 
nae each year run a tour of 
private art collections, with 
the proceeds going to scholar­ 
ships. 


Tours generally go along 
without incident, because of 
the careful planning of the 
committees. 
Most 
station

volunteer, or hostess, in each 
room, and have a head hostess 
for each house on the itinerary. 
Most also list the ground rules 
—no smoking inside, no chil­ 
dren under 16, no touching the 
flowers or objects d’art.

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Margaret Truman Will Not 
Expect To See Son President

NEW YORK (IP) — Margaret 
Truman Daniel says she has 
no desire to see her son grow 
up to be president of the 
United States. 
“But I thought this tradi­ 
tionally was the wish of every 
mother,” said this reporter. 
“ Not one whose father once 
was 
in 
the 
White 
House,” 
laughed the only child of for­ 
mer President Harry S. Tru­ 
man. She is the wife of Clifton 
Daniel Jr., New York Times 
news executive. 
She and Daniel, a native of 
North Carolina, soon will ob­ 
serve their second wedding an­ 
niversary — ‘‘How the time 
flies,” she said. They were mar­ 
ried in her home town of In­ 
dependence, 
Mo., 
April 
21, 
1956, and son Clifton arrived 
last June. 
‘‘What our son wants to be 
when he grows up will be his 
decision,” she said. ‘‘I wouldn’t 
particularly want him to be 
president . . . the odds are 
small he’d ever m.»ke it any­ 
way.” 
Over tea and cinnamon toast 
we talked about the baby, who 
now is 10 months and 20 
pounds, and about her future 
in show business. 
‘‘My husband and I would 
like to keep our boy out of the 
public eye as much as pos­ 
sible,” said Miss Truman, ‘‘al­ 
though we know we won’t be 
able to do it entirely.” 
The decision, she added, has 
nothing to do with her own 
childhood—she was in the spot­ 
light from the time she was 
10, when her father first was 
elected to the U.S. Senate. 
‘‘I was conditioned by the 
time we were in the White 


House,” said the 33-year-old 
Miss Truman. 
‘‘I don’t mean that our son 
is not to go out and meet peo­ 
ple. Heavens. What I means is, 
we just don’t want him growing 
up made over . . . on parade. 
I don’t think that’s good for a 
child.” 
The ex-president’s grandson 
is a blue-eyed, brown-haired 
baby ‘‘full of laughter and in 
good health, knock wood,” said 
his mother. “Also, probably 
spoiled. I keep telling my hus 
band he knows several words. 
He says I ’m prejudiced. But 
the other day the baby let out 
a clear ‘bye-bye’ and now Clif 
believes me.” 
I asked her whom the baby 
resembled and laughingly she 
said, “ Well, there’s a big family 
discussion about that! When he 
was smaller, I thought he look­ 
ed like his father. Now some­ 
times he reminds me of my 
own Grandma Truman.” 
What about more children? 
“ Well,” she said, “ I will an­ 
swer that question with the 
same reply Clif gave reporters 
the day we were married. We 
will take up that subject when 
it presents itself.” 
Miss Truman, who had at­ 
tained prominence as a singer 
and actress before her marri­ 
age, still has a contract with the 
National Broadcasting Co. She 
has done only a few television 
roles since her marriage be­ 
cause “a baby and a house are 
a full time job.” 
“ And maybe,” she added. 
“ I’m not as career-minded as I 
was before. I wouldn’t be hap­ 
py not working, but husband 
and child are the first consider­ 
ations.”
